SANITARY  CIR QUITTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

(a)  Water  1 ' 

' Samples  were  taken  from  the  public  water  supply  at 

intervals  during  the  year.  Samples  of  the  same  supply  are  also 
taken  by  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Fridley  and  Camber ley  and 


the  results  of  the  examination  are  supplied  to  both  authorities • 
Fifteen  samples  were  taken  in  all,  of  which  four  samples  showed 
a hardness  in  excess  of  the  statutory  figure  of  12°.  ...  •:

(e)  Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage 

Considerable  progress  was  made  with  this  vj; or k: during  the 
year.  The  public  cleansing  and  salvage  service  was  entirely 
re-organised  and  an  intensive  ; canvass  of  the  whole  district  was 
carried  out  and  a.fsalvage  stewards'  scheme  organised.'.-,  This  resulted 
in  the  appointment-  of  some  530  stewards,  being  one  to  every  five 
or  six  houses.  The  stewards  were  provided  with  sacks  and  a 
receptacle  which  they  put  out  on  collection  day  and  the  other 
householders  in  the  group  deposit  their  salvage  in  these  containers. 
Under  this  scheme  the  salvage  is  collected  from  the  stewards  once 
per  week  and  tho  dustbin  is  emptied  once  per  fortnight;  . ' 

A system  of  communal  bins  was  also  put  into  operation,  during 
tho  year  for  tho  collection  of  pig  food  and  371  bins'  are  in  use  in 
the  district,  

The  work  involved  in  organising  this  scheme  was 
considerable  but  has  been  thoroughly  justified  by  the  results, 

All  Local  Authorities  have  since  been  requested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Supply  to  *f orrn  a salvage  stewards'  organisation.  j. 

Two  additional  vehicles  wero  purchased  during  the  year, 

A Humber  van  was  obtained  from  a breaking  up  yard  for  £40  and  after 
overhauling  has  done  very  good  work,  especially  during  .the  change-over •• 
to  the  new  system.  A-  Commer,  ex  Army  vehiclo,  was  obtained  througjh 
an  arrangement  with  tho  Ministry  of  Supply  and  this  eventually  . 
replaced  the  Humber  van,  and,  to  a largo  extent,  the  old  freighter. 

The  Humber  van  is  now  kept,  as  a reserve  vehiclo  f or  salvage- and 
civil  defence  duties,,

(b)  Moat  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  undoiyfvhc 
control  of  the  Ministry  of.  Pood.  A regular  system  of  meat 
inspection  is  observed^  the  visits, for  this  purpose  numbering  252. 
The  inspection  of  carcasses  has  been  carried  Out  as  recommended 
by  memo  62  (foods).  Vehicles  carrying  meat  have  also  been  kept 
under  observation,  and  complaints  made  to  the  appropriate  , 
authorities  in  this  direction  resulted  in  the  necessary  improvements 
being  effected. 

Slaughtering  is  carriod  out  in  Farnborough  for  the 
adjoining  districts  and  as  a result  of  the  increased  work  involved, 
a third  sanitary  inspector  was  appointed  in  February  1941,  tho 
Urban  District  Couhcil  of  Fleet  and  the  Rural  District  Council  of 
Hartley  Wintney  contributing  to  his  salary.  This  arrangement 
operated  until  the  resignation  of  Mr.  R.H.Hebbron ,in  October. 

Periodical  visits  have  boon  made  to  food  shops  to  inspect  - 
the  promisos  or  tho  food  therein.

Foof  Do contamination  Service 

An  additional  wartime  duty  placed  on  the  department 
was  the  organisation  of  this  service , the  purpose  of  which  is  to 
protoct  food  from  possible  contamination  by  poison  gas  and  to 
doal  with  any  food  that  may  become  contaminated* 

In  order  to  doal  with  cbla  matter  effectively,  an 
informal  commit too  was  formed  comprising  the  sanitary  inspectors 
of  the  areas  of  Aldershot,  Farnborough,  Fleet,  Hartley  Wintncy, 
Alton  Urban  and  Alton  Rural  Districts.  This  area  was  designated 
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by  the  MJLfiirtry  of  Food  as  group  10  but  later  altered  to  the  Hants  * 
area  to  correspond  with  the  Civil  Defence  arsa  ot  the  OeuA by# 
this  Commit  too  mot  regularly  during  tho  year,  both  to  consider  Wl 
sub joot  generally  and  to  work  out.  arrangements  for  mutual  help 
between  tho  author! tiot * Tho  recommendations  of  the  0 ©emit  to© 
woro  sent  to  nil  tho  tiooal  Authorities  in  the  area,  the  Oounty
